Dear Ms. Glickhouse: 

I am responding to your email received on August 2, 2019 in which you made a request 
pursuant to the California Public Records Act (Gov’t. Code § 6250 et seq.). Specifically, 
you requested, ’’'Any police incident reports (with descriptions of the crime) associated 
with the vandalism crimes involving racist graffiti and rocks thrown through windows, 
committed on July 31, 2019 in Bay Point."
